Outside of traffiec accidents,
perhaps the most publicized yule-
[tide hazard is the Christmas tree
{itself, which has become one of
the symbols of Christmas to a
| great number of people
|ever, the Christmas tree is but
one of the many hazards peculiar
to this holiday season.

A few precautions particularly
applicable to the Christmas sea-
son are herewith listed.

Be sure that toys are not made
of paper, cotton, or plastics that
are inflammable.

Do not give babies or young
children toys with parts that may
be removed and swallowed or in
haled

Avoid toys with sharp edges
and points or shooting and tar-
get toys, all of which may injure
the eves

When giving chemistry gets, air
rifles, motor scooters, bicycles,
ete., to older children, always be
sure the gifts are accompanied
by whatever instructions are
necessary for safety.

Put the Christmas tree in a
container 6f water or wet sand to
keep it moist and lessen the
danger of fire. When the needles
start falling off, it is drying out
and should be discarded. It will
last longer if kept out-of-<doors
until a few days before Christ-
mas

Use . only approved electrie
fixtures and wiring on the tree,
[ and inspeet all cords and eonnec-
tions before using them. Do not
leave the tree lighted when the
family is away from home
Do not operate electric trains
around Christmas trees. Spruce,
cedar and pines are filled with
pitch and resin and ignite easily.
